arrival at New York yesterday on the 
transport Agamemnon of "two German 
prisoners of war consigned to the di- 
rector of military intelligence, Wash- 
ington, D. C."

ABOUT CURRANTS 


BY BIDDY BYE. 


Currants are ripe In backyard gar- 


dens and on the market stalls. 


The price Is high this year, bul 


the temptation to make just a little 
currant jelly for use wlih meats and 
salads is still strong, and for those 
who have a currant crop of their own, 
or boast a full purse, here are some 
proper currant recipes: 


Currant RaUin Jnm 


Wash and seed 1 pound of large 


raisins and put in a preserving kettle. 
To the raisins add 3 pints of currant 
juice made from 
stewing 
red 
and 


white currants together. To the fruit 
juices add 3 pounds of granulated sug- 
ar, mix all well, and boil slowly. Cook 
the fruits until the mixture is thick 
and smooth, skimming it often. 
Cool, 


pack in sterilized glasses and seal. 


Gooaeberry and II td Currant Jam 


Wash, stem and stew red currants 


enough to produce 2 cupfuls or 
juice. 


To the currant juice alloiv 4 pounds 
of stemmed gooseberries and 3 pounds 
of sugar. Make a syrup of dissolving 
Ihe sugar In the currant juice, add the 
gooseberries, and simmer slowly for 10 
minutes until the berries look clear. 
Pack in sterile pint glass Jars and 
seal. 


Red Currant Jelly 


Pick red currants, stem and wash 


and cook in a double boiler until wel 
scalded, then boll for an hour over a 
moderate fire. Pour the cooked frui 
into a clean Jelly bag and let drl| 
overntgrht. Next day put the stralne* 
juice in a preserving kettle and boll fo 
10 minutes. Lower the fire and skim 
Return to a boiling point, and as soon 
as it bolls add the heated sugar, al 
lowing 1 pound of sugar for each pin 
of juice. The mixture should jell with 
ia 5 minutes. Put in sterile glasses 
seal and let stand In hot sunshine fo 
several days.

the betrayal ol the German high com- 
mand through ihe efforts of the Amer- 
ican military secret service, and of tho 
organization among German officers of 
a veodetta aimed at the lives of the 
traitors, was brought to light with the 
arrival at N'ew York yesterday on the 
transport Agamemnon of "two German 
prisoners of war consigned to the di- 
rector of military intelligence, Wash- 
ington.

CURRENT NEWS 


ABOUT CURRANTS 


BY BIDDY BYE. 


Currants are ripe in backyard gar- 


dens and on the market stalls. 


The price is high this year, but 


the temptation to make just a little 
currant jelly for use with meats and 
salads is still strong, and for. thos& 
who have a currant crop of their own, 
or boa si a full purse, here are ?ome 
proper currant recipes; 


Currant Ralalu Jnm 


Wash and seed 1 pound of large 


raisins and put In a preserving kettle. 
To the raisins add 3 pints of currant 
juice made from 
slewing 
red 
and 


white currants together. To the f r u i t 
juices add 3 pounds of granulated sug- 
ar, mix all well, and boil slowly. Cook 
the fruits until the mixture is thick 
and smooth, skimming it often. 
Cool, 


pack in sterilized glasses and seal. 


Gooseberry and Red Currant Jain 


Wash, stern and stew red currants 


enough to produce 2 cupfuls of juice. 
To the currant juice allow 4 pounds 
of stemmed gooseberries and 3 pounds 
of sugar. 
Make a syrup of dissolving 


the sugar in the currant juice, add the 
gooseberries, and simmer slowly Tor 40 
minutes until the berries look clear. 
Pack In sterile pint glass jars and 
seal. 


Red Corr*nt Jelly 


Pick red currants, stem and wash, 


and cook in a double boiler until well 
scalded, then boil for an hour over a 
moderate fire. Pour the cooked fruil 
into a clean jelly bag and let drip 
overnight. Next day put the strained 
juice in a preserving kettle and boil for 
10 minutes. Lower the fire anrt skim. 
Return to a boiling point, and as soon 
as it boils add the heated sugar, al- 
lowing 1 pound of sugar for each pint 
"f JIM"*. The mixture should jell with- 
in 5 minutes. Pat 
In sterile glasses, 


seal and let stand ID hot sunshine for 
fieveral days, 


Dried Currant* 


Pick ripe currants, stem and without 


crushing, stew gently in a little sugrar. 
Spread the cooked currants on plat- 
ters, sprinkle thickly with granulated 
sug-ar and dry in the sun. Serve as a 
confectioa with desserts. 


Spiced Cnrrants 


To 5 pounds of ripe currants, washed 


and stemmed, measure 3 
pounds 
ol 


sugar, 1 pint of pure cider vinegar, 
and 1 tablespoonful each 
of 
whole 


cloves, cinnamon, ginger and allspice. 
Add 1 teaspoonful of salt. Simmer the 
mixture slowly for 3 hours, then bot- 
tle- while hot and seal.
